then is the rigoꝛ of Juſtite: And foꝛ that the ſaid Earle hath not onely done none offence againſt 
vs ſince our comming to this Crowne, but allo, as we are tertainelp infozmed by our Lieutenant, 
hath both abandoned his adherence to all foꝛreine Pꝛintes, and offered himſelfe in his owne per- 
ſon to doe leruice vpon any other Rebels within that Realme of Jreland; Wee could not thinke 
him woztþyofleſſe kauour at Our handes, then he had obtained at Hers, againſt whom His faults 
were committed, And therefoze he being now admitted by our ſaid Lieutenant, by vertue ofthe 
power firſt giuen by the Queene, and ſince confirmed by Us, into his State and condition ofa good 
Subiect, and in the rancke and diquitte of an Earle, And being allo come ouer into this Realme to 
caſt hiniſelfe at our feete, and to teſtifie by His owne wozdes, his vnfained ſoꝛrowe of his fozmer 
Offentes, and earneſt deſire ok our Mertie and fauour: Wee haue thought good to ſignifie to all 
men by theſe pꝛeſents, that we haue reteiued him into Grace and fauour, and do acknowledge him 
our Subiett, and a Noble man ot ſuch rancke and place as in that our Realmeof Ireland hee is: 
And that therefoze if any man ſhall by woꝛdes, oꝛ deed, abuſe the ſaid Earle ok Tyrone, oꝛ miſbehaue 
hiniſclfe towards him, and not peeld him ſuch reſpect and vlage, as belongeth to a perſon of his ſoꝛt 
reteiued into our fanour and good opinion, wee ſhall eſteeme it an Offente, deſeruing ſuch puniſh- 

ment as the contempt of our pleaſure ſo expꝛeſſely ſignified doeth deſerue.
